Q When you say 7:55 to 4:25, you are referring to 7:55 
A.M. to 4:55 P.M, 

A Yes, 

Q What type of work did you do when you began there? 

A Well, Mr. Caddell, Jim, James Caddell showed me, he 
showed me soldering, printing, cue making and packing, that 
is all,and he told me if I did, if I was not good at one 
Job there are so many others to do that you are, they don't 
force anyone to do anything they don't know how to do, 

Q What was your wage rate? 

A Two then, 


Q What is that? 


A $84, 


Two ten per hour? 


Yes, 


Did you receive a paise, after beginning work? 
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Tell us who you spoke to and what you said? 
A I talked to one business man who has a business there 


in the neighborhood a few blocks away. 


He told me that he would help me, he would try and get 


a union. 
He told me to be careful, there are a lot of fly-by- 
nighters. 
So I was very carefullwho I got. 
MR. GOLDBERG: Objection, perhaps it is permissible 
if I knew who it was. 
JUDGE BARBAN: This does not seem to be very relevant. 
MR. GOLDBERG: I agree. 
I was considering to object to the whole line of 
questioning, but I am being lax in that regard. 
JUDGE BARBAN: Get to the point Mr.Davis. 
Q When did you first see the Industrial Production Union 
Or any of its agents? 
A On June 3, 1974. 
What happened at that time? 
I was on my way to work with Loretta Blandon and two 
men were outside at the plant. 
What did you do then? 
They gave me a brochure. I took it and walked inside. 


They were giving out brochures to everyone who came

That day did you have occasion to speak to anyone 
the union? 
Yes, I did. Everyone I could talk to. 
Could you give us some names? 
Loretta Blandon, to Slyvia Arias, Margrette. 
Where and when did you speak to these people? 
At breaktime, at lunchtime. 
Where? 
Inside the plant. 
What did you say to them? 
I told them to read, the~e was nothing to say but to 
read and I told them to make up the. x own minds. 
They were always complaining. I said they have their 
chance to do something about it now. 
Q What happened that day, if anything else happened 
that day? 
A No, not that day. 
Q June 3rd? 
A 2:30. 


Q On June 3rd? 


A After, that evening when we went home at 4:25 the 


union men were outside. 
The vice president of the Internatimal Industrial 
Production Employees Union, myself, Loretta Blandon and 


myself and Anna Gomez, we talked to them, about ten, fifteen 
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minutes outside of the plant. 
Q Do you know that Vice President's name? 
A Mr. Leo Garber. 
Where were you standing when you. spoke to them? 


Right outside the plant, right outside their side 


How far away from the door? 

Maybe six feet. 

How long did you speak to them? 
About ten minutes, fifteen minutes. 


What did you do then? 


Then I walked over to Mrs. Blandon's car and we got in 


Q Where was the car? 
A Parked across the street, right across from Caddell- 
Burns. 
Q What did you do then? 
A Well, I was in, you know, sitting by the driver, Mrs. 
Blandon, and Anna Gomez was in the back and along came, 
before we left, Mr. Garber waved and told us not to ge. 

He was with Mr. Ibenez. 

Who is he?_ 

Assistant to the vice president. 
Q Of? 
A The Unim, and he told us that we should sign cards 


because they know what is happening because Tommy Burns was

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looking out the door. 


Tom Burns, and he was, he saw us talking to the union 


Wait a minute. 

Tell us what you saw? 

What you, what was told to you and what you 
time ? 

Tom Burns was looking out the door. 

Is this what you heard? 


What I saw and Mr.Garber had seen. 


He said we should sign cards right away so our rights 


would be protected in case we got fired they would stand 
up for us. 
Q What did you do then? 
A We signed, Loretta asked me, I think I am going to get 
fired. 

I said you probably are, you see Mrs. Blandon -- 

MR. GOLDBERG: Objection. 

JUDGE BARBAN: That is sustained, just answer the 
questions. 

MR. GOLDBERG: Can I move that be stricken from the 
record. 

I don’t know what I would like -- 

JUDGE BARBAN: I will not strike it. 


Go ahead, Mr. Davis. 


What happened after that, regarding the union? 
We drove away. 
The next day what happened? 
The next day the two union men were there again outside. 
What time? 
They kept talking to the people. 
Q What time? 
A Before 7:55, they arrived because I arrived at 7:55 
and they were there already. 
Q Did you speak to any employees during that day? 
A Yes, Josephine. 
Before she came in she had given them a card already. 
Who? 
Josephine, I don't know her last name. 
Where did you speak to her? 
Inside the plant. 
She told me I did not know she gave the card, she 
gave it before. 
Before I asked her to give it, I gave them the brochures 


and told them to read tnem and think about it and ask their 


family. 


Q Did you speak to anybody else that day? 


A Margrette signed a card, Charolette and Marie Diez, 
those are all the oncs that signed on Tuesday. 


Q Tuesday? 
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Yes. 

Did you speak to any employees? 

Yes. 

That day? 

Yes, yes. 

Where and when did you speak to them? 
Always at breaktime and at lunchtime. 
When is your morning breaktime? 

At 10:00.A M. 

When is your lunchtime? 

2230 P.M. 

When is your afternoon breaktime? 


My afternoon break is 2:30, lunchtime is from 12 to 


How long are the morning and afternoon breaks? 
Ten minutes. 

Did you speak to any employecs that day? 

Yes. 

When? 


At breaktime, whenever I had the chance. 


Q What did you say to them? 


A I told them if they read their brochures and now it wa 
time for them to cast a vote, to speak up. 
Q Now, whathappened after that, after that day? 


A Well, Loretta Blandon was talking, she was speaking

fluently Spanish. She spoke Spanish to the girls because I 
do not speak Spanish. 

I told her what to say and she would tell them and

A At Caddell-Burns and at 4:00 o'clock Thomas Burns 
asked to sce Mrs. Blandon, that is when they terminated her 
employment,that day, that evening. 

Q Now, what happened the following day? 

MR.GOLDBERG: Excuse me. 

I will object to the characterization of that "termina 
tion of employment". 

That was an issue that was never resolved. 

We contend it was a layoff for known reasons. 

JUDGE BARBAN: Let's get over this matter that 
ocurred to Blandon, either a permanent termination 
layoff, a layoff is a termination. 

Let's go on. 

What happened the following day? 

The following day I came to work. 

What day is that by the way? 

Wednesday, June 5th and everything was different. 


As soon a8 everyone at Caddell-Burns found out that 
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Loretta Blandon was fired they were coming to me. 
JUDGE BARBAN: Just a moment. 


MR.DAVID GOLDBERG: How far are we going to 


JUDGE BARBAN: What you are trying to tell me, that 
the employees talked among themselves, that she had been 
fired? 

THE WITNESS: Yes. 

JUDGE BARBAN: All right, go ahead. 

A They were afraid and the three of them wanted their 
votes back. 

Q Tell us who said what to you, and when? 

A First was Charolette, she said this is making her 
very sick, she has diarrhea all night, she does not want to 
be involved 

She wants her vote back. 

What is her last name? 

Charolette Drippel. 

Where did she say this to you? 

At the plant, inside the plant. 

Where? 

At breaktime. 

Which breaktime? 


10:00 A.M on Wednesday, that morning. 


In what area of the plant did she say this, if you

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recall? 

A In the middle of the plant where we all sat together. 
Q Did you say anything to her at that time? 

A I told her, I asked her why everybody was so happy, 
everybody could not wait to sign cards and as soon as Mrs. 
Blandon got fired they were -- 

MR. GOLDBERG: Objection. 

JUDGE BARBAN: Mrs.Davis, we have a problem here 
and that is if you can only testify to things that are facts 
that you know to yourself. 

Now,when you, I think I understand that you are telli 


me that the reaction or what these employees said was based 


on the fact that they tha:ght and you thought that this lady 


was fired, is that your point? 

THE WITNESS: Yes. 

JUDGE BARBAN: I will take her testimony on that point 
within those limits. 

Mr. Goldberg -- 

MR. DAVID GOLDBERG: May I ask you to restrain from 
interferring and trying to make a record that will be 
prejudicial without foundation. 

JUDGE BARBAN: I think the record shows pretty clearl 
we are dealing with an employee who is telling us what she 
and other employees assumed or thought in the circumstances. 


I don't think the record is being prejudiced in tlt 


xyespect. 

MR. GOLDBERG: She is not competent to say what other 
employees thought. 

JUDGE BARBAN: She is competent to say what other 
employees said and I am cautioning you to limit yourself to 
what they said about this, not what you think was in their 
minds. 

THE WITNESS: I am only saying what they told me. 

JUDGE BARBAN: All right. 

MR DAVIS:That is all we are interested in. 

THE WITNESS: Yes. 

Did any other employees say anything to you? 

Yes. 


And tell us what they said to you, what you said 


Josephine came over to me and she said I want my vote 


I asked her why. 
She said I just bought a house and I cannot afford to 
lose my job now. 


So whenever they told me this I said either get in 


contact with the National Labor Relations Board or with the 


union. 
I have nothing to do with it. 


MR. GOLDBERG: Objection,your Honor. 
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What does this have to do with the issues at point 


JUDGE BARBAN: Well, Mr. Goldberg, in so far as I am 
concerned, at this point in the hearing I don't know. 

I don't know enough about this case, whether this has 
anything to do with it or not. 

Mx. Davis,are you interested in this particular point? 

MR. -DAVIS: Well it is relevant inthat it is backgro 
concerning this case. 

We allege in our Complaint that certain action was 
taken against Mrs. Davis beginning on June 10th because of 
certain activity and this is preliminary of that. 

JUDGE BARBAN: Let's get over this preliminary 
information as quickly as you can, please. 

Q That day, did you have any comersation with the 
Burns? 

A Yes, because I was very disturbed from all these peopl 
coming over to me and they were all so scared, everybody 
wants their vote. 


So I told Mr.Burns and his sons I would like to see 


them and get this thing settled. 


Q Tell us, Mxs. Davis, only what you said to them and 
what they said to you? 
A I told then -- 


What time was this?

This was at 2:30, at breaktime. 

Where was it? 

In Mr.Burn's office. 

JUDGE BARBAN: Which Mr. Burns? 

THE WITNESS: Mr. Sidney Burns. 

What did you say to them? 

How did the conversation open? 

What did they say to you? 
A It was opened, I told them that one, that Loretta 
Blandon had nothing to do with the union. 

I was the one that called the union and I gave my 
reasons. 

I told them he does not want to hear my reasons though 

JUDGE BARBAN: I want you to tell us, what you said 
to themand what they said to you. 

Is that what you are asking Mr. Davis? 

MR. DAVIS: Yes. 
A I gave them my reasons for why I called the union 
because number one I was asked to and that I believe the 
people work hard and deserve sick days and hospitalization 


amd so on. 


They did not give me any reply, they told me --. 


Who is they? 
Thomas Burns sail I should not worry about anyone else, 


I should take care of number, numero uno, number one. 
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Q Is that what he said? 
A Yes, I said I will go through with this no matter what 


happened, I will not be a quitter. 


A Yes, he said he knew one day someone would come in 


Q Did Vincent say anything? | 


and organize the place, if it was not me it would be somebod 
else, Mr. Burns told me -- 

JUDGE BARBAN: Mr. Goldberg. 

MR. GOLDBERG: I am trying to be patient,your Honor. 

I just don't see the relevancy of this and the Board 
is being prejudicial, it's hearsay to begin with. 

I dort see the relevancy of it and I wish we move along. 

MR. DAVIS: May I respond? 

MR. GOLDBERG: I can see if it was a crucial issue we 
might want to let this hearsay in, it is not a crucial 
issue nor relevant. 

I think we can cut it closely. 

JUDGE BARBAN: Mr. Goldberg, it seems to me that the 
witness was testifying concerning conversation with manage- 
ment of the company. 

I don't see that is hearsay, based on the testimony 
to thie point and it seems to be material and relevant. 

I am going to overrule your objection. 

That is if tmt was an objection and let'sproceed Mr. 


Davis. 


Q With regard to that conversation, just tell us what 
you said to Catherine and Thomas Burns and what they said 
to you? 
A I told Catherine if she had anything to say to me she 
should tell it straight to me and not go to any of the other 
girls and then she said what did I say, so I told her what 
she said. 
Q Tell us? 
A She said to the other girls she could not wait to kick 
all our asses out of the shop your Honor. 
Q This is what you told her? 
A Yes, and I told her not to wait to do it now, that 
I tried to get, bring in a union to do it honestly and I 
said just because she sleep with Mr. Burns, Thomas’ father, 
I was nt afraid of her. 

MR. GOLDBERG: I would like to have it on the record, 
I will object to that, it is prejudicial and hearsay and 
libelous and it has no probative value whatsoever. 

MR. DAVIS: We did not get the complete conversation. 

MR. GOLDBERG: The earlier profanity I let get in -- 

The witness was asked to relate her 

conberention, she is relating it, whetha this gives rise to 
some other cause of action I will not want to pass, I only 
have this case to worry about. 


Go ahead, please. 
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Where was Thomas Burns at the time? 

Well, he always sits right across from her. 
Q How far was he from Catherine at that time? 
A Like he was here and she was here about three feet 
apart, across the table. 
Q What did Catherine or Thomas Burns -- 
A He told me, Rose go bac to my seat. 

I told him I was not finished yet. 

I told her if she was any kind of a woman she would 
step outside. 
Q Did anyone reply then? 
A No. 
Q What did you do? 
A I went back to my seat. 
Q Mrs. Davis, could you tell us from a period beginning 
in June, 1974, what types of work were you assigned to do by 
Thomas or Vincent Burns? 
A Judge, your Honor, in the hottest weather that was 
during the months of July and August when the temperature 
was at its highest, they were sending me to the rear. 


There is a solder pot there, they would give me five 


hundred or one thousand coils to solder, which it was about * 


150°. 
No exhaust fan, one little window and I had to sit 


there with this sweat pouring off me and inhaling the fumes. 
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When you say the rear, what are you talking about? 
It is all the way in the back. 
Are there any other employees that work there? 
There is one table, Catherine's table. 
She is away from there. 
Q How far away were you, from where she sits? 
A Maybe ten feet. 
Q What types of work did she do at that time? 
A She only does the work for the government, she does 
HOt s— 
You know what type? 
Coils and transformers only for the government. 
Was it the same type ofwork you were doing? 
No. 
Are those soldering pots? 
Yes. 
Q Could you describe what that job means? 
A I would take a coil and dip it in until the wire is 
covered with solder so it gets a better connection when they 
put it in a radio or aircraft or whatever. 
Q Are these soldering pots, tell us what type of pots 
bhey are? 
A Electricity, they work electrically. 


Q What does that mean? 


They are plugged in and have a certain degrees, they 
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turn this way, it is very, very hot. 

JUDGE BARBAN: Is this melting or molder? 

THE WITNESS: Melted solder 

JUDGE BARBAN: In the pot? 

THE WITNESS: Yes, melted solder. 
Q How often did you work on that assignment? 
A I always did soldering, but this particular time which 
I never went into the rear until I joined the union and only 
in the hottest weather and when I comphined to Thomas Burns 
he said someone has to do it. 
Q My question is, how often did you work on these 
assignments? 
A Often during those months. 
Q How many days per week could you estimate? 

Three Hires. 

Who assigned you ba do that work? 
A Thomas Burns. 


Q Before you signed the card for the union, were-you 


ever given that specific type of work to do, soldering those 


coils? 
A Yes, but not in the rear. 
Q Whece would you do it? 
In the front. 
Where in the front? 
Right by Mr. Burns' office. We had soldering irons on

Q Do you know of your own knowledge whether those employees 
signed cards for the union? :

That is what he told me, they cannot take the heat.

Did they tell you what happened? 


He took them off. 
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How do you know that? 
A Because he puts me on. 
Q You testified that a certain number of days per week . 
you were assigned to do that work. 
For how many hours per day did you do that work? 
Sometimes I would be there all day. 
How many hours? 
Eight hours. 
I may have asked this question, before you signed the 
card, did you solder? 
Did you perform that work in the rear also? 
A Never in the rear was I sent. 
Q Where did you do soldering before you joined the 
union? 
A Yes. 
Q Where did you do the soldering? 
A In the front, hand soldering and I solder in the solde 
pot up in the front always. 
Q While you were in the rear, in the back soldering, 
with the solder pot, did you see any employees use the 
solder pot in the middle of the shop? =

Q As part of your duties did you clean transformer parts? 


Yes. 


Now, could you tell us what that consists of? 
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A Well, in September, the first week in September, they 
gave me transformers to clean and a big five gallon can. 
Q What are transformers? 
A Parts, they are little brown things, there is nothing 
| on them. 
I take all the glue, whatever is in, they are soaked 
in Tyoul Chemical. 
Q Tell us Mrs. Davis, how you were assigned to do the 
jeb, by whom? 
What did you do and when you did it? 
A Thursday morning that was. 
Q Do you remember what month it was? 
A In September, the first week in September and on a 
Thursday I think it was, and Anna Spinelli was doing it.

JUDGE BARBAN: Let's have cross examination later. 

The witness earlier in her testimony indicated she 
put her hands into the material or fluid about half way to :

A Yes, becnten it was a warm day and there is only one 
window and I told thei between the oven -~

Then after that incident, about 10 minutes later 
I think Charlotte came up to me and she apologized for 
Rose Davis because she said it was their fault that I 
had to take all the abuse from then. 

And another time a couple of weeks later I was 
walking to the front and she was walking behind me and 
she says -- she invited me out into the alley again 
and said "I can cake care of you," she said and "I can 
run faster than your car any day," if that means anything. 
Q Anything else? 

A These were the two incidents that --

girls besides Charlotte and this female employee of Italian 


heritage and yourself?

MR. DAVIS: I'm sorry, I couldn't hear what you

MR. GOLDBERG: Veried. 
THE WITNESS: Varied.

I don’t do one specific job. 
Q Can you tell me the jobs that you do do? 
A I put little bushings together that have to be 
epoxied. 
I print tubing, plastic tubing and fiberglass 
tubing and tin. 
Q What is tinning? 
A Tinning in the pot. 
Q What pot? 
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The back pot or the center solder pot and on the 
Cleaning also. 


What dees that etail? 


In the a@cidtone or the Tolvol, 


A 
Q Is that it? 
A 


Well, whatever they need, more or less printing, 
testing. 

I do also testing and what do you call -- I don't 
tmow what you would cail the testing, when you pull the 
wire off tie bobbin to get the right reading and then 
fit the shell on. 

Q Of those jobs that you just stated you did I'm 
interested in knowing a little bit more about what you 
call tinning. 

A Yes, 

Q And what you call cleaning. 

I wonder if you can tell me about timing, where 
it is done, how you do it, et cetera? 

A Well, usually it comes like a large order. 

I do it on the back pot because it goes quicker. 

Solder is hotter and you can do it faster. 

Sut, of course, it depends on the order too and, 
of course, I'ma little slow at it but I finally have 


gotten it down, [ think. 
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Q If you can remember between the months of June, 
1974 and November of 1974 did you have occasion to do 
that same job? 
A Yes, yes, and especially the coils that have the 
heavier wire, you do on that back pot because it melts 
the coating on it better. 
Q During that period of time how frequently did 
you do that job? 
A It is hard to say because wien you finish one job 
like -- you do <-- you get something else next time, 

It is varied. 

I meen, whatever comes up, whoever is free will do 
it and if I was free I would do it. 
Q Once a day, once & week, once a month? 

Well, it depends on the job. 

If it was a large order it would take me two days. 

I have been on the pot for three days and it was 
hot that one time that the pot was up there and I was back 
here (indicating), enough to see to keep away from the 
heat, and I also used a clamp, because I have sensitive 
finger tips or fingers and I couldn't hold the lead in. 

I use that little clamp they have. 

JUDGE BARBAN: I would like the record to show that 
just immediately previous the witness made &@ motion as if 
attempting to avoid a hot object while reaching her hand 
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as far as she could over towards it. 

That may be an imperfect picture but it will re- 
mind me what I saw, 

THE WIINESS : Well, the pot outside so with the 
pot hot I find it easier working away from it. 

JUDGE BARBAN: Go ahead, Mr. Goldberg. 
Q (By Mr. Goldberg) You mentioned this one time 
when you worked on the soldering pot in the rear, 

Was it two or three days?

You said it was hot outside.

Q Did you ever see her complain to the Enployer about 
working there?

Q Turning to the other job you mentioned before, 
cleaning, is that wiat you call it? 

A Yes. 

Q Can you tell me a Little bit about that job? 

A Well, these were ceramic shells or tubing or what- 
ever you went to call them and there had been on those 
and they wanted them cleaned and I cleaned them with the 
acidtone I think that day and what else? 

Q Well, is this the job that you use that solution 
that you mentioned before which begins with a "1"? 

A Yes, and the others whichever would get it off 
the easiest, 

Q How do you know apply it to it? 
A You le@ve it soak in something and try to get it 
soft and then you clean it off with a brush. 

Q How do you take it out of the solution? 


A Well, with plyers or your fingers whichever you 


find more convenient. 


Q Did you ever have occasion to suffer injury to 
your hands from this job? 
A No, no. 
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Did you ever complain about doing this job? 

No. 

To @ co-worker or an Bnployer? 

No. 

Did you ever have occasion to have to reach into 
the solution up to your elbow? 

No. 

Up to mid-arm? 

No. 

I think you stated you were employed during June 
of ‘742 


A Yes. 


Q Were you aware of a Union organization drive at the 
time? / 


Yes. 
Did you play any role in that organization drive? 
Yes, 
Can you tell me about that? 
I tuted -- I didn't join the Union, I signed the 
card to join the Union and -- 
Q How did you come about to sign the card? 
‘, Rose asked me if I had brought my card in from the 
day before when we got the booklet and the card and T 


said no, that I was going to mail it in and she said no, 
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they wanted it right away and I said "What is your hurry?"

I just couldn't take 
the pressure any more. 
I was losing weight and I had to leave. 
What harassment? 
The harassment from Tom Burns.
